M.. W..Charles W. Littlefield, Grand Master of Masons in 
Rhode Island, on being presented, expressed his pleasure on 
being present, especially to be the guest of Grand Commandery 
and to meet those whom he knew so well.

EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


E..Sir Dean K. Webster presented the following:— 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander and Sir Knights:— 

We desire to present for your consideration the need for a 
revision of Article IV of the Grand Regulations relating to the 
Educational Fund. A review of these sections demonstrates 
that some of these provisions are obsolete and many are both 
unnecessary and unworkable as the Fund is being operated at 
the present time. 

The following changes are recommended with the request 
he they be accepted and adopted at this Semi-Annual Con- 
clave. 


1. That the name “Educational Fund” be changed to ‘“TEdu- 
cational Foundation” in order to conform with the official name 
adopted by the Grand Encampment in 1928 and that wherever 
the words occur in Article IV they be corrected accordingly. 

2. That section I be cancelled and the following be substituted 
therefor: 

“Section I. The Educational Foundation shall consist of all 
monies heretofore received by or allocated to the “Educational 
Fund” and those monies which hereafter shall be received from 
assessments, fees and contributions, or which shall be specifically 
allocated to said Foundation from any source, together with all 
interest or other income therefrom.” 

3. Eliminate Section 4, Paragraph (a). The reasons for this 
provision no longer exist. The whole paragraph evidently refers 
to a time when assessments of $1.00 per member were being 
directed by the Grand Encampment and a portion of the same 
being held temporarily by that Body. 

4. Eliminate Section 5 and substitute therefor the following: 

“Section 5. Said Trustees shall hold regular stated and special 
meetings as they may vote, provide, and shall formulate and 
establish rules and regulations for the systematic and prompt 
execution of the powers conferred by this resolution. They 
shall have any and all necessary facilities faithfully to discharge 
their trust. They shall receive no personal compensation, but 
their necessary travelling or like expenses may be paid from the 
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funds. However, the total expense of administration hereunder 
in any one year shall not exceed the income received in that 
year from interest, service charges and registration fees unless 
such excess expenditure be specifically approved by the Grand 
Commander.” 


5. Eliminate Section 6 and substitute therefor the following: 

Section 6. The Educational Foundation, when and as col- 
lected shall be placed in the hands of the Grand Treasurer and 
held under a separate account to be designated “Educational 
Foundation.” Withdrawals for the payment of regular expenses 
shall be made by the Grand Treasurer upon evidence of the 
Trustees approval satisfactory to the Grand Commander. 
Withdrawals for approved student loans shall be made by the 
Grand Treasurer in the form of a draft or warrant. payable

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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF THE 


Grand Commander 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Commandery, Knights 
Templars, of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, Greeting: 


Sir Knights: 


At this, the One Hundred and Thirty-Second Annual Con- 
clave of The Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the 
Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, which 
closes another page in the History of Templary, I am very 
happy to greet so many of my Fraters assembled here and I 
extend to each one of you a hearty and cordial welcome into 
this Christian circle with its rich traditions and with its ample 
opportunities for service. 

We are also honored and deeply grateful for the privilege of 
extending Knightly Greetings to our distinguished visitors from 
Jurisdictions outside of Massachusetts and Rhode Island with 
whom we have enjoyed such friendly relations. Their presence 
is not only an inspiration, but it is evidence of their interest 
and devotion to Knight Templary. 

May we be mindful of the Divine Presence with us at this 
Conclave and ask guidance that we may conduct our affairs in 
an harmonious and Knightly manner. 

As my year as Crand Commander is drawing to a close, it is 
with a feeling of profound sincerity that I render to you a full 
and a true accounting of the work that has been accomplished 
during my year of service. It is my sincere hope that I have 
done something, if only in an humble way, to add to the glorious 
pages in the records of our Grand Commandery and that our 
right endeavors will continue to prosper through all the years 
to come, and that the understanding and applying of the 
Christian precepts of our Order may give to all our Sir Knights 
a deeper sense of fellowship and a keener appreciation of the 
moral beauty of the teachings of Christian Knighthood. 

The responsibility placed upon me a year ago to govern the 
affairs of this Grand Commandery was accepted with a heart 
of gratitude and an humble spirit and this Templar honor will 
indeed be a precious and a cherished memory which leads me 
to truly understand the significance of Tennyson’s words: 


“T would that some tongue could utter 
The thoughts that arise in me.”’ 


As I review the work of the past year and recall the happy 
associations with the Sir Knights which it has been my privilege 
to have had, I cannot but more deeply realize how fine, how 
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ineffably rich and beautiful is the faith and vision Knight 
Templary gives to those who gather at its Altar, and that the 
ultimate object and aim of Sir Knighthood is to build the 
Temple of Character in men, that we may be better fitted to 
serve our fellowmen and to follow the teachings of the Cross. 


NECROLOGY 


The grim Reaper has entered our ranks during the past year 
and two of our beloved Past Grand Commanders have entered 
the Asylum above—Right Eminent Sir Winthrop Messenger 
who was Grand Commander in the year 1900. Although I was 
not very well acquainted with Right Eminent Sir Messenger 
I do know that he was held in high esteem by those who were 
privileged to have known him. . 4 

Right Eminent Sir Henry C. Dexter—Grand Commander in 
1921 who rightly earned the sincere love and affection which 
has been accorded him as a man and as a Knight Templar. 
We deeply miss the visible presence of these two Past Grand 
Commanders at our Conclave today. 

There is one other—a very dear friend of mine—and a very 
dear friend of this Grand Commandery whose passing I cannot 
refrain from mentioning at this time—Iminent Sir George Ww. 
Sitgreaves of Pennsylvania whose tragic and untimely death 
occurred while he was serving the Grand Commandery of his 
own State. He was with us a year ago and needless to say how 
keenly we feel his loss, but his memory will long be cherished 
for he has left an enviable record of good deeds in all his walks 
of life. These Sir Knights and many others are missed today 
m our Grand Commandery. I must not, however, trespass 
further upon the time of the committee on necrology and will 
ask our Grand Prelate, Eminent Sir Gibbs, to read their report: 
See page 57. 


CHANGE IN PERSONNEL 


Upon assuming the office of Grand Commander on October 
31, 1934, it was my purpose to modify the present, Inspection 
System which I believed was very much needed in order to 
awaken sympathy in our cause and which I felt would be to 
the benefit of our individual Sir Knights and the consequent 
upbuilding of our Commanderies, socially and numerically. 

I had given this subject the closest study; conferred with 
many of our active Sir Knights, with the result that I divided 
our Jurisdiction into eighteen districts and appointed nine addi- 
tional Division Commanders each residing near the center of 
the Commanderies under their charge, enabling them to visit 
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frequently and eliminating the necessity of traveling long dis- 
tances as heretofore under the system of nine Divisions. 

Another consideration was that many of our constituent Com- 
manderies had ,ynever received representation in Grand Com- 
mandery and by this arrangement I was able to pay homage 
where I believed homage was long overdue. 

The third consideration was, that in view of the fact that 
there was little or no Work in many of our Commanderies, and 
as the interest was at a low ebb, I deemed it unwise to lay all 
effort on rehearsing the Order of the Temple preparatory to 
one big night in the year, namely, the “Inspection Night,’’ to 
the overshadowing of the importance of all other stated Con- 
claves, hence, by Official Order it was left optional with the 
Commanders to exemplify either of the three Orders on the 
evening of the Division Commander’s Inspection, or if there 
was no bonifide Candidate, the evening could be devoted to 
social interests, and I am satisfied that no advantage was taken 
by the Commanders and Officers in not keeping the Ritualistic 
Work up to our usual high standard. 

The fourth consideration was to eliminate the former mark- 
ing system thus doing away with unhealthy and_useless compe- 
tition and to substitute “Excellent, Very Good, Good and Fair” 
in place of ten-minus, nine-plus, nine-minus, etc., etc., in report- 
ing on the condition of the Work. Ours is not a military 
organization, it is a fraternal organization. We are dealing 
with men—not soldiers. . 

The fifth consideration was not to distinguish between the 
Sir Knights in uniform and those not in uniform on the In- 
spection Nights, but to have a full count of all members present, 
thus encouraging as large an attendance as was practical. 

While on the surface these changes appeared to be a radical 
departure from long usage, I recognized that changed condi- 
tions demanded changed methods, and I am happy to say that 
from unbiased observation much has been gained and nothing 
material has been lost. P 

The reports of the Division Commanders show conclusively 
that Good Work has been accomplished and I personally think 
a much better feeling exists among the Sir Knights and Officers 
of the constituent Commanderies this year because. of these 
modifications. According to ths len of the Division Com- 
manders there were present at Inspections: | : 

Members, 1,698, Visitors, 466; Suite, 858—Total, 6,146. 

I believe the noticeable falling off in attendance on these 
nights was due largely to the fact that few Commanderies 
made any special effort to ‘“‘get out the count” as they knew 
it would not affect any mark the Commandery would receive 
this year for general efficiency and Ritualistic Work. 

Lalso believe we may attribute the decrease in the attendance 
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to the fact that the trying times we are now passing through, 
with its financial effect upon the well being and material 
fortunes of our members, has caused them to neglect certain 
of their obligations to the Commanderies and therefore to 
forego some of its more serious functions of ritualistic and 
tactical work. 

In view of these facts, however, I do feel that the marked 
increase in the attendance at our regular Conclaves of the 
constituent Commanderies at the distinctly social activities 
throughout the Jurisdiction more than offset the lack of at- 
tendance on Inspection and on Visitation Nights. 

Each Commander was instructed to see to it that the Ritu- 
alistic Work in his Commandery was kept up to the highest 
standards and presented in the same impressive manner which 
has always been maintained in our Grand Jurisdiction. Reports 
indicate that this has been accomplished, and I believe it has 
been well worthwhile as it has afforded more time and atten- 
tion for social work which has been of fraternal and material 
benefit to our Sir Knights. 


VISITATIONS BY INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR’S 
DEPARTMENT 

All 53 Commanderies have been visited by Eminent Sir 
Hervey Mason, our Inspector Instructor and his Assistants as 
to Tactics and Ritualistic Work and their reports show that 
the Commanderies are still carrying on with a very high stand- 
ard and rendering their work in an impressive manner. 

There has been reported present at these Conclaves 2,680 
members, 229 visitors and 406 on the suite. Total, 3,315. 

It was, however, my intention to have these Inspections of 
Ritualistic and Tactical Work made at unannounced meetings 
and confidential reports made to me relative to the exemplifica- 
tions, but this was not carried out. I still feel that these In- 
spections should be made in this way. 

I furthermore think that the small number present on the 
evening of these visitations was not entirely due to lack of 
interest, but to the fact that there were no candidates (only 
92 in the whole jurisdiction) and I feel that the Sir Knights do 
not care to attend Conclaves to witness their Officers exemplify 
work on a Sir Knight who has already received his Degrees. 

The Inspector Instructor reports to me that the marking is 
as follows:—Excellent 8, Very Good 20, Good 21, Fair 2. 
This I believe to be a very remarkable showing. 


EXEMPLIFICATIONS 


There has been in each district Exemplifications of the Order 
of The Temple, Red Cross and Malta which have been valuable 
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in developing more interest in the full form rendition of the 
Order of Red Cross and Malta with their more dramatic pos- 
sibilities. 

The attendance at these Exemplifications, however, has been 
very disappointing and I believe our method of exemplifications 
should be changed and arranged somewhat similar to those of 
the Grand Lodge and of the Grand Chapter of Massachusetts— 
not to be held on a Saturday afternoon and Evening, which 
we need for relaxation,’ but on an evening during the week. 
I believe that instead of the work being exemplified by a 
selected group of Officers from any one Commandery, all 
Officers in the district should be prepared to be called upon to 
participate in the work at any point during the exemplification. 
We learn by personal participation and with courteous correc- 
tion by expert instruction more readily than we can by silent 
observation. Iv other words, by experience rather than by 
example. 

I do, however, wish to thank the Commanders and Officers 
of the Commanderies who gave their attention and time to 
assist in the important work of the various exemplifications 
during my year which were held in Boston, Providence, Wor- 
cester, Salem, and Springfield. 


SOCIAL EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

realizing that more attention to the fraternal and social side 
of the “forgotten Sir Knight” in every Commandery was neces- 
sary, I decided that something more should be done along 
the lines of social activity and that we should do our utmost 
to stop the loss and the drain upon our membership and that 
some way must be devised to hold what members we now have 
in our Commanderies and also to see if we could not gain candi- 
dates for our Order. I realized too, that no candidate was 
likely to apply for ‘membership in an inactive organization and 
I therefore appointed Eminent Sir William A. Mann as Chair- 
man of the Social Extension Department with a Planning 
Board of seven interested and progressive Sir Knights and 
with eighteen assistant social representatives. This work was 
carried out in a very satisfactory and efficient manner. 

A carefully devised program of social activities was arranged 
which included several timely, important and constructive 
projects, all of which has resulted in much favorable publicity 
for Templary throughout the Jurisdiction. ma 

A list of suggested social events, namely, Educational, Civic, 
Sacred, Patriotic, Veteran Member Nights, District Nights, 
Ladies’ Nights, Masonic Nights, and other special features 
were submitted by the Social Representatives at meetings of 
the Council Officers in each district for their consideration and 
adoption in their Commandery if they so desired. 
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The Social Representatives have cooperated with Com- 
manderies in every possible way to further the success of these 
local events and the results have been very gratifying. 

The Chairman of the Social Extension Department has re- 
ported to me that during the year there has been a total of 
19,602 present at the regular Conclaves and 21,175 at the 
social events. I consider this a very remarkable showing. 


KNIGHT TEMPLAR DINNERS 


A series of four monthly Dinners were arranged by the Chair- 
man of the Social Representatives and our Grand Recorder, 
Eminent Sir Martin J. Pleschinger. These dinners were held 
at the Hotel Touraine in Boston and were intended to appeal 
particularly to the business and professional men of our Order 
who have not regularly attended our meetings. 

These dinners were very well attended and were addressed 
by prominent fraters and their inspirational messages were 
greatly appreciated. 

We are especially indebted to Rev. Daniel L. Marsh, D.D., 
L.L.D., President of Boston University; M..W..Claude L. 
Allen, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Masons in Massa- 
chusetts; Ill... Melvin M. Johnson, M.P., §.G.C., Scottish Rite, 
Northern Jurisdiction; Rev. Clarence A. Barbour, D.D., L.L.D., 
President of Brown University, Providence, R. I., and Sir 
Knight Leverett Saltonstall, Speaker of the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, who gave of their services freely on 
these delightful occasions. 


PRESIDING COUNCIL CLUBS 


The forming of two new Presiding Council Clubs—one in 
Western Massachusetts and the other in Providence, joining 
with the Boston Club organized four years ago, completes 
coverage of the whole jurisdiction for the continued forum 
and fraternal benefits to the presiding Council Officers of all 
constituent Commanderies. These Clubs are the result of the 
vision, initiative and organizing ability of our Social Director, 
Em. Sir William A. Mann, who, in recognition of his services, 
has been elected Honorary President of each of these three 
Clubs so that he may direct their continuing to function for 
the benefit of their ever changing membership and in support 
of Grand Commandery. Several well attended meetings have 
been held in each section and I feel sure that much good has 
been and can be accomplished by these Clubs.

The parade at Providence and analysis of the Every Member 
Canvass earlier in the year amply demonstrated that we must 
secure Candidates and younger men into Templary to offset 
the serious losses of the past few years. Therefore, a carefully 
devised campaign for candidates was initiated on September 1, 
1935.

PATRIOTIC DAY AT CONCORD, MASS. 


The Social Extension Department informs me that the 
moving pictures taken of the Knight Templar Parade at Con- 
cord, Mass., have been shown nineteen times at different func- 
tions of the Commanderies. These films, in duplicate, are now 
in the Archives of the Grand Commandery where they will be 
kept for the use and enlightenment of future generations of our 
membership. 


THOMAS SMITH WEBB MEDALS 


I am very happy to report that 274 Thomas Smith Webb 
medals have been presented to Sir Knights who have been a 
Knight Templar for forty years or over. This, I feel is indeed 
worthwhile for it shows that we have not forgotten the Templars 
in whose footsteps we are following and it is also a tribute of 
honor to the Eminent Sir Knight who was the founder of Knight 
Templarism in this country. 
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OFFICIAL ROSTER 


Realizing it might be helpful to each of us to know one 
another better as men and as Knights Templars I suggested 
that a Roster be made of all Grand Officers, Eminent Com- 
manders and their Councils, showing their photograph, busi- 
ness engaged in, and their addresses.

130TH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 


One of the outstanding features of the year was the celebra- 
tion of the 130th Anniversary of the founding of our Grand 
Commandery which was held in Providence, Rhode Island, on 
Sunday, May 12, 1935. 

There was an outpouring of Sir Knights from all the Com- 
manderies composing one of the largest and most colorful 
parades ever held by the Knights Templars. It was a most 
wonderful day and the streets were lined with citizens. This 
demonstration should do much for the upbuilding of our 
glorious Order through increased interest on the part of our 
fraters, and the creation of an incentive on the part of eligible 
young Masons who witnessed the demonstration to join the 
ranks of Christian Knighthood. 

: At ten o’clock on Sunday morning Eminent Sir Herbert A. 
Crowell, with the Sir Knights of Saint Johns Commandery, 
No. 1, Providence, accompanied by the Grand Commandery 
Officers marched to the Chamber of Commerce Building where 
Eminent Sir Crowell placed a wreath on the tablet which states 
that the formation of the Grand Commandery took place in 
that building in the year 1805. Taps were sounded by Sir 
Knight Intlehouse—the lines were then formed and we pro- 
ceeded to the Mathewson Street Methodist Episcopal Church 
where a most impressive Knight Templar sermon was delivered 
by the pastor, Rev. W. Earl Ledden, D.D.—his subject being 
the predominance of the Cross and likened it to the “plus sign” 
of life. The church was filled to its capacity and all those who 
attended were most deeply inspired by the wonderful service. 
After the benediction the Sir Knights marched to the Narra- 
gansett Hotel where luncheon was served prior to the parade. 

We were honored at luncheon with the presence of the 
Governor of the State, Theodore Francis Green, the Mayor of 
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Providence, James E. Dunne, Bishop James DeWolf Perry, 
Presiding Bishop of the Episcopal Church of the United States, 
Rev. W. Earl Ledden, D.D., of the Mathewson Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and the Grand Masters of the Grand Lodges 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, M.. W..Claude L. Allen 
and M.*. W-. Charles W. Littlefield and many other dignitaries. 
We then proceeded in automobiles to the Dexter Training 
Ground where the Sir Knights mobilized for the formation of 
the parade. 

At 1.55 p.m. orders were given for all Sir Knights to kneel 
while our Grand Prelate, Eminent Sir Francis W. Gibbs, offered 
prayer. This was a most inspiring moment—after which the 
parade started one of the most impressive of sights and was 
viewed by throngs estimated as high as 200,000 people. 

At the monument of Thomas A. Doyle, who was a Past 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island, F.&A.M., 
and a former Mayor of Providence for eighteen years, the Grand 
Commander placed a wreath and then marched to Exchange 
Place where a Reviewing Stand had been erected, and bleachers 
also, and reviewed the most inspiring parade of Knight Templary 
that had ever been seen for years. The Grand Marshal re- 
ported to me that the total in line including bands was 6,021. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank all the Eminent 
Commanders and Sir Knights who participated in this grand 
event making it such a marked success and I feel sure that it 
has done a great deal in informing the people of New England 
that Knight Templary is going forward and will be in existence 
until time shall be no more. : 

I also wish to express my heartfelt thanks to Eminent Sir 
James A. Rogers, Chairman, and his Committee, who worked 
so untiringly to make this the outstanding event that it was. 


EDUCATIONAL FOUNDATION 


Having served so many years on the Board of Trustees of 
the Educational Foundation, I fully realize and understand 
the value of the assistance rendered the young men and young 
women in this Jurisdiction. I cannot emphasize too strongly 
my admiration for this enterprise as one great good our Grand 
Commandery is accomplishing. . . 

To place our trust and confidence in those who by their own 
efforts are seeking a broader education, is to give encourage- 
ment of a nature different than sympathy or advice. In our 
jurisdiction we have aided nearly 1,000 young people of whom 
only 1.4% have disappointed us. This is a remarkable show- 
ing and speaks well for the honesty_of our young people. 

It is a matter of regret that conditions have made it neces- 
sary for the Sir Knights to cease contributing to this enterprise 
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and I express the hope that in the not far future subscriptions 
will again be made. 

I want to express my confidence in and gratitude for the 
earnest and sympathetic service of the Trustees of the Founda- 
tion. Their untiring work and careful judgment of each and 
every application made has proved particularly beneficial for 
the success of the service rendered. 

Upon my election to the office of Grand Commander I con- 
sidered it desirable that I resign from the Board of Trustees 
and I appointed Eminent Sir Henry S. Sce, a Past. Commander 
of St. Johns Commandery, No. 1, to succeed me as a member 
of the Board. 

_ T sincerely hope that the report of the Trustees of the Educa- 
tional Foundation will be read and studied very carefully by 
the members of this Grand Body. 


GRAND COMMANDERY MAGAZINE 


_Another suggestion which I thought would be helpful to the 
Sir Knights in keeping in touch with the Grand Commandery 
and the various constituent Commanderies was the publication 
of a Grand Commandery magazine similar to Aleppo Temple 
News. I therefore instructed Eminent Sir Clarence C. Watters, 
Commander of Springfield Commandery, No. 6, of Springfield, 
Mass., to make a careful study of this matter and report to 
me—such a magazine to be wholly under the control of the 
Right Eminent Grand Commander and to be at no expense 
whatever to this Grand Commandery. 

After extended consideration of the matter, I recommend 
that the incoming Grand Commander be authorized, if he in 
his discretion thinks best to submit to Eminent Sir Clarence 
C. Watters the following proposition and to engage in the 
enterprise therein stipulated and described and on the terms 
and conditions therein stated: 

1. The publication of a magazine similar in size and quality 
of paper to the Aleppo Monthly News. This to be a 32-page 
publication. One-half of this magazine to be devoted to Knight 
Templar news—the first two pages being allotted to the Grand 
Commander for messages to the Sir Knights—all other pages 
to be for advertising. J 

2. The cover of the magazine to be a two color cut of a 
design approved by the Grand Commander. 

3. The magazine to be named “The Templar.” 

4. All news and editorials to be censored by the Grand Com- 
mander and his Council before publication. 

5. All advertising to be left entirely in the hands of Clarence 
C. Watters and the Grand Commander. No liquor or gambling 
advertisements to be inserted. 
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6. The magazine to be sent to the Sir Knights between the 
first and the fifth of each month. 

7. The editorial page each month must contain a statement 
to the effect that the publication is neither owned nor sponsored 
financially or otherwise by the Grand Commandery, but that 
the Grand Commandery is merely given the privilege of send- 
ing messages to its Sir Knights through the pages of its publica- 
tion. The publication to be definitely a private enterprise by 
Clarence C. Watters. 

8. Clarence C. Watters to assume all financial responsibility 
of the magazine. Neither Grand Commandery nor any con- 
stituent Commandery to be under any obligation nor to assume 
any financial responsibility whatever. 

9. No Commandery shall be under any obligation to submit 
its membership list to Clarence C. Watters. Every list sub- 
mitted to him shall remain the property of the Commandery 
submitting it and shall be in the personal control of Clarence 
C. Watters; and he in no case shall use it or permit it to be 
used for any purpose other than to send out copies of the 
magazine. 

10. The relations between the Grand Commandery and 
Clarence C. Watters as to the publication enterprise shall be 
personal only. Neither the Grand Commandery nor Clarence 
C. Watters shall have any right to assign any right respecting 
it to any person whatever, nor to substitute anyone to act in 
its or his place. The right to act under the arrangement above 
outlined shall be terminated at any time at the will of the 
Grand Commandery or the Grand Commander; in which case 
all membership lists shall at once be returned to the constituent 
Commanderies and no copies made or kept.

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COLLECTION OF DELINQUENT DUES 

From the reports I have received from the Division Com- 
manders I find that the total of outstanding dues in our 53 
Commanderies, according to their last annual reports, is 
$113,531.68, and realizing that quite a portion of this tremendous 
amount could be collected, I sent out Official Circular No. 3, 
on December 17, 1934. 

Just what the results of this letter have been, I do not know, 
but I am sure that the incoming Grand Commander will 
follow up this most important work during his term of office. 

I also communicated with our Grand Recorder, who is also 
the Recorder of Palestine Commandery, regarding the collec- 
tion of dues in his Commandery and he informed me that he 


had mailed to all their members a circular which reads as 
follows:

On the Matter of Dues 


My long years of service as Recorder of Palestine Com- 
mandery has brought rich experience through my contacts with 
its members and has foreed upon me a study, the conclusion 
of which is intensely interesting and valuable and so I pass it 
along for what it may be worth. 

In the first place I believe that all of our members are funda- 
mentally honest and are justifiably proud of their membership 
as Templars, but unfortunately in some cases there comes a 
time when their annual dues get ahead of them and then it is 
difficult to catch up. They then seldom attend the Conclaves, 
pride keeps them away and finally they are confronted with 
the requirements of the By-Laws on the matter of suspension. 
This hurts—both the member and the officers. My observation 
is this:—Members do not make provision in advance to meet 
their dues, but take the chance that when the bill is presented 
they will have the money to pay. Then comes disappointment. 

How easy it would be to obviate this if one would realize 
that dues of $10.00 a year mean less than 3 cents a day and 
that by dropping 5 cents each day into some receptacle for a 
year for dues purposes, one would have $18.25 to meet a $10.00 
obligation and the pretty part of this is they would never 
miss it. ‘ 

I verily believe humiliation in many cases would be pre- 
vented, membership would be preserved and the dues problem 
would be solved, if this practice were followed.

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SPECIAL MEETING of the NEW ENGLAND GRAND

Realizing that New England was the birthplace of Tem-

To the Trustees, Knights Templars Educational Foundation, 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island: 


It 9 with considerable satisfaction that I submit my annual 
report. 

As the years of our service to the youth of our states pass, 
we may well be increasingly aware of the value and far reach- 
ing influence of that service. To realize that from 1923 to the 
present we have aided 919 students to complete their college 
education and to be disappointed in only 14 of that number, 
is a source of satisfaction that should awaken in the mind of 
each Sir Knight a sense of gratification that such service was 
made possible through his contribution. 

While we usually measure the success of any enterprise in 
financial terms, the results of our service will always be far 
greater than any sums of money can express. Over and over 
again your Executive Secretary receives from students com- 
pleting payments, messages indicating that the confidence and 
faith shown by the Knights Templars in their integrity has 
increased their own self-respect, and surety in their ability to 
perform their duties faithfully. 


MEETINGS 


During the year the regular meetings of the Trustees have 
evidenced the continued interest in the service of the Founda- 
tion. Seeking to clarify the position of the Foundation, the 
matter of the revision of the Regulations of the Grand Com- 
mandery governing the work of the Foundation was delegated 
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in November, 1934, to a special committee who, in conference 
with the Grand Commander and the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee, presented a report at the Semi-Annual Meeting in 
May, 1935. This report and the necessary revision was accepted 
and adopted at that session. 

In April the Grand Commander received a request from 
the Chairman of the Grand Encampment to appoint a member 
of our Trustees to attend a meeting of the Educational Founda- 
tion Committees in the United States to be held in Chicago on 
May 18th. At the regular meeting of the Trustees, April 11th, 
the Grand Commander appointed the Executive Secretary, 
the Trustees approving. It proved to be a meeting for the 
purpose of establishing central control by the Grand Encamp- 
ment Educational Committee, of the entire fund as now ad- 
ministered by the various jurisdictions. A storm of protest 
from the representatives present postponed the decision and 
no word has been received since. This proposed change in- 
volved a complete change in all methods of administration, 
delegating all final decisions to the Grand Encampment Edu- 
cational Committee. It is yet to be seen what the outcome will 
be and whether or not it will be acceptable. 


REPAYMENTS 

In 1931, the discovery was made that the annual percentage 
plan of repayment of loans, as originally adopted, was not as 
successful a method of collection as anticipated. The amounts 
due each year became greater than the income increase of the 
borrower and could not be met. By this plan, no provision 
was made to care for the administration costs as no interest 
was charged until the student became delinquent in his pay- 
ments and this could not be determined until a lapse of four 
years, the time allowed for repayment. A change of method 
of repayment was adopted whereby the student makes monthly 
payments, increasing in amount each year for four years. By 
this method a service or interest charge of 4% is made on each 
year’s balance, thus assuring the Fund the cost of administra- 
tion as is recorded in accompanying statistics. This method 
has proved most successful and is accepted by the student as 
fair and just. 

The repayments this past year have been more regular than 
any year since establishment of the Fund. There are a few 
puzzling cases and a small per cent who have failed to respond 
but none have failed to correspond, explaining reasons for non- 
payment and promising to pay as soon as possible. It is vain 
to attempt to classify particular professions or business as 
“poor pay.” In the majority of cases where the students are 
not paying, the reason is lack of steady employment. Over 
90% are paying with reasonable regularity. 
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ACCOUNTS 

In our method of keeping accounts there is a considerable 
amount of detail work, as we still have two sets of books owing 
to the fact that not all unpaid accounts are under the same 
system of collection, one known as the annual of percentage 
method; the other as the monthly plan. The correspondence 
necessary to keep the students paying is very heavy. 

It is gratifying to note a further reduction in what is known 
as our doubtful accounts. Last year it was reported that 12 
accounts were so recorded. By renewal of notes and transfer 
to the monthly payment plan there are now nine such accounts. 

It is also gratifying to note that no account this year is con- 
sidered uncollectible. 

It is worthy of note that 59 students have completed pay- 
ments on Loans amounting to $19,475.00. A grand total of 
193 students have paid since the inception of the Fund $64,- 
780.00, completing the payments. 

The attached statistical sheets give complete information of 
all our transactions. 


APPLICATIONS 


We had a sufficient balance left from the amount allotted 
for fall loans early in the year, to permit the extension of time 
set for the reception of applications. In consequence of late 
reception, we now have several applications in process of in- 
vestigation which we cannot enter as a part of the work of 
our fiscal year. All the applications thus far received show 
that the student has excellent recommendations as to character 
and scholastic ability. The review of each application with all 
references attached, by the Trustees and the endorsement. of 
each by them, none being rejected this year, attests to the 
quality of youth we are aiding. In view of the fact that no 


one person passes on the eligibility of an applicant to receive 
aid, but each application must have the separate approval of 


not less ‘than three of the five Trustees, shows the care taken 
in granting loans. 


It is with sincere regret that the serious illness of Mr. Henry 
S. See, Secretary of the Trustees, prevents his serving for the 


present. It is to be hoped that his recovery will soon be such 
that he can again be active among us.

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REPORT OF THE SOCIAL EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 
For Year Enpine Ocroser 30, 1935 


Our R ..E..Grand Commander had definite ideals in mind in establish- 
ing this depdrtment, the principal objective of which was to increase the 
attendance at regular conclaves, reviving the waning interest of our Sir 
Knights in Templary, and to offer them larger opportunities for fraternal 
and social enjoyment; to give more thought to our “absentee” members 
by the development of activities which would appeal and attract them to 
all conclaves of their commanderies. 

It was not his intention, in proposing a lessening of the rigidity of the 
Inspection System, that there should be three inspections instead of one. 

Tt was realized that, on the whole, we had failed during the past ten years 
to offer vital reasons for members not only to attend our conclaves, but to 
retain their membership during times of stress and that we must seck ways 
of attracting and holding them; and giving them cause for pride as well as 
loyalty to continue in Templar ranks. 

With the advice, approval and support of the Planning Board and eigh- 
teen social representatives a program of activities was outlined which has 


been completed with the cooperation of the commanders and council officers 
im every commandery. 


Districr Counci, MEErincs 


In each of the eighteen districts the social representative held early 
conferences with the nine council officers in his district to outline the 
purposes and objectives of this department and to offer our cooperation 
to these officers in any of their local activities or social affairs, 

These conferences were most valuable in establishing closer personal con- 
tact and fraternal relations among these small groups and developed many 
exchange visits (so called District Nights) between their respective Com- 
manderies. There have been 25 of these District Nights during the year, all 
of which were well attended by our Sir Knights, who appreciated the socia- 
bility these evenings afforded. 


Presipine Counc, Ciuns 


The Presiding Council Club in Boston was formed four years ago and had 
proved so popular and helpful to its membership as well as to Grand Com- 
mandery that this department was instructed to organize similar clubs in 
Western Massachusetts and in Rhode Island which has been accomplished 
and these three clubs have held regular and special meetings during the year, 
cooperating very successfully with the various officers and departments of 
Grand Commandery. 

As membership in these clubs is only for three years and the club officers 
change yearly, in order to insure continuance and for convenience of 
contact, these clubs have elected a permanent honorary president to keep 
interest alive and to cooperate with the club officers during each year. 


Pusuicrry 


As Templar interest, is not and should not be confined to the officers alone 

all publicity has been directed so far as possible to the entire membership as 
well as to all Masons and to the general public. 
_ Twenty-one thousand envelope inserts carrying announcements of pro- 
jects of the social department as well as a directory of the 53 commanderies 
with date of their meeting nights, picture of our Grand Commander with 
names and addresses of his Council were mailed to each individual Sir 
Knight with the monthly notice from his Commandery. 
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Large size “Coming Event” posters were sent to each of the 53 Command- 
eries for ¢ ay in all Masonic Temples or Apartments and, during April, 
500 Special “130th Anniversary Parade” posters were sent to all asylums, 
and were on display at Railroad stations and other public places all over the 
jurisdiction. 

The various projects developed their own publicity on the radio, in the 
newspapers and in several Masonic publications, all of which was reported in 
a manner that maintained the high standards of Templary, stimulated 
interest, and created a most favorable impression. In all sections of the 
jurisdiction, also, local events and activities were similarly reported in 
newspapers. 

All Commanderies have seemed to sense the value of carrying advance 
mention of special conclaves and social affairs in their monthly notices, 
which has been excellent and proper advertising, with publicity for the 
Commandery. This has indicated to the entire membership that there was 
new life and spirit, within the Commandery, which has been reflected in the 
marked increased attendance at all regular conclaves throughout the Grand 
Jurisdiction, 


Tempiar DINNERS 


At this series of four dinners we had a total attendance of 530 and, while 
a large percentage was made up of past and present officers, it was most 
encouraging to note that 25 per cent of the attendance was composed of 
Sir Knights and their friends who thus showed their desire for this particular 
activity of Grand Commandery. r Bane-¥! 

The dinners were practically self-supporting and seemed fully justified 
considering the valuable publicity created, the indication of life and 
activity in Templary and that they served to bring Knights Templars into 
closer relationship, sympathy and harmony with all other Masonic bodies 
in this jurisdiction than ever before. 


Every Memper Canvass 


This canvass demonstrated the value of the personal contact in showing 
the Commandery’s continuing interest in the needs and welfare of its 
membership. The analysis and study of this inventory have enabled the 
officers to note weaknesses and initiate corrective methods that they might 
better know and serye the Sir Knights of their Commandery. 

I wish I had the time and space to include in this report the many letters 
and reports this department has received from Commanders, indicative of 
the value to themselves and to their membership as the result of the time 
and personal efforts expended on this project. I wil ; imply quote from one 
(Quincy Commandery): “Statistics show that the Sir Anights throughout 
the jurisdiction are exhibiting signs of renewed interest in Templar Masonry 
by steadily increasing attendance at the conclaves. The social projects 
and activities inaugurated by the present Grand Commander have already 
accomplished much good for the Order. During the next few weeks it is 
the purpose of the officers of this Commandery to visit personally each 
member who is within reasonable calling distance. We hope this will lead 
to much closer relationship in the body as a whole and result in great benefit 
to ourselves and to the individual member.” i ts 

Forty-one Commanders completed the canvass with most gratifying 
results. 

The activity and interest on the part of the Sir Knights is only the 
reflection of the attitude and activity of our officers, as the strength, 
stability and permanence of any organization depends not only on its 
ideals and purposes, but upon the character and activity of its membership. 
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Concorp REELS 


These have been shown in 19 Commanderies during the year with revenue 
that has repaid the cost to Grand Commandery, and these reels, as well as 
ihe color film reels of the Providence parade, form a valuable record in 
the files of Grand Commandery which are available for entertainment at 
slight cost to any Commandery. 


130TH ANNIVERSARY PARADE 


This was thoroughly well advertised and proved a most popular project, 
in which 4,858 Sir Knights from every one of the 53 Commanderies par- 
ticipated. 


MemBerRSHIP CAMPAIGN 


_ This campaign translated our thoughts and words of the past few years 
into definite, concrete, co-ordinated action to achieve those results that 
will stem the tide of our annual losses and begin to regain numerical strength. 

Every Commandery is active in the furtherance of this campaign and, as 
the personal contact and effort increases, we cannot fail during the year to 
secure a most substantial increased membership all over the jurisdiction. 

Already it is gratifying to note on notices of 12 Commanderies, during 
September-October, 26 new candidates have either received the degrees 
or been elected to membership. 


ATTENDANCE AT CONCLAVES 


_ It was the purpose of our Right Eminent Grand Commander, in estab- 
lishing this department, that we arouse the interest of our Sir Knights, and 
especially those forgotten Sir Knights that are in every Commandery, to 
offer more social and fraternal opportunities to our membership that we 
might increase our attendance, not for any one conclave, but at all regular 
conclaves during the year, and to develop Charity, Hospitality, and Fellow- 
ship within and between Commanderies. 

To build within before we could attract from without. 

Personal contact was the first step toward securing increased interest 
and attendance and officers’ enthusiasm nourished with new action, new 
aspirations, new vision and new effort. 

Accordingly, various projects were devised and carried out with the very 
efficient cooperation of the officers in every Commandery, so that our 
record of average attendance at all regular conclaves was increased five per cent 
over any previous year in the last len years, and the record of over 22,000 
Sir Knights attending the social events during the year is a significant 
endorsement of our Sir Knights of the changes put into effect by the vision 
and force of our Grand Commander.

as Templary cannot invite the Communities into its asylums, 
there to learn something of its personnel, its purposes and 
activities, it should carry Templary out into the Communities 
through the medium of its membership, whose uprightness of 
character and correct, moral deportment through life should 
convince such Communities of the purity and permanency of 
our great Order, and win for it their cordial support and co- 
operation. : : 

In this day and hour when Depression still stalks in our 
midst; when the cry of hunger and want is still heard in oe 
fair land; when the very atmosphere seems to be charged with 
disorder, riot and bloodshed, and when the morale of humanity

s in this Grand Jurisdiction: 
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First of all, may I state that as Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander I am very much worried and annoyed about these 
delinquent dues and I am desirous that every effort possible 
be made to collect them,—and second, I am deeply concerned 
regarding the suspension of members for non-payment of dues. 
I feel, however, that with serious thought and united effort 
this condition can be corrected. The reason for the delinquency 
in the payment of dues is in a large measure chargeable to the 
industrial depression, which apparently has brought about an 
indifference on the part of officers whose duties call for a careful 
oversight of the finances of their respective Commanderies, 
with a consequent let-up of effort in urging payment, and 
choosing to follow the line of least resistance, hence many 
treasuries are nearly depleted. I believe the only correction 
for this condition can come through personal contact—through 
a missionary appointed by you as Eminent Commander. For 
your information, one of the Masonic Bodies, of which I happen 
to be Chairman of the Finance Committee, has a contact man 
in the field calling upon its members as a missionary of good 
fellowship showing an interest in their conditions from a Ma- 
sonic standpoint. This brother’s work has brought into the 
treasury this year more than $2,000.00 from a possible $3,300.00. 
This is a very gratifying financial result, not to mention the 
number of members retained in the craft through this effort. 

I think it might be well to place ourselves in the position of 
the delinquent member with no one calling upon us; no one 
seeming to care whether or not we are an active member of 
the Commandery; no one to take an interest in us as brother 
Masons and no one to show us that the true Masonic spirit 
still prevails—just how would we feel about taking care of our 
obligations to our Commandery under such conditions? 

May I not prevail upon you to select some good, kind, and 
sympathetic Sir Knight, one who is a pleasant talker and one 
that could tactfully reason with your Sir Knights and thereby 
collect delinquent dues if they only get 50 cents each time they 
visit. The Sir Knight selected to do this work to be paid 15 
per cent of what he collects. I think we could find many of 
our boys that are out of work who would be glad to do this 
collecting. I will appreciate your reaction to this letter.
